hydrogen. 

Tin. vapor pressures ol tungsten it- 
self wern determined as follows The 
tungsten was weighed .mm m small 
pieces, and subjected to various tem- 
peratures in a vacuum, in ibis way 

seine of the tungsten was distilled oif 

from ihe weighed filaments, By de- 
termining the uite of ih,. distillation of 
tungsten from ihes,< filaments, Dang- 
mulr was able to calculate the vapor 
pressure bj tungsten, 
These experiments were preliminary 

to the study of the causes of the black- 
ening on the Interior of tumrsten lamps. 
He foUlt dthat nitrogen, oxv çcn and hy- 
drogen do not cause ibis darkening. 
Water vapor on the other hand, will 
cause ibis blackening. This blacken- 
ing IS brought about as follows: The 
water is broken up and oxidizes the 

tungsten. The hydrogen is then con 
verted int., mon-otomlc hydrogen, 
which reduces the oxide ,,f tungsten, 

leaving the black metal on 111- inter 

surface of the bull*. The efficiently of

The Commonwealth nf To-morrow 
will therefore nationalize ull Innd, and 
will lease them nut for limited periods 
to tenants paying rent to the Common- 
wealth. The period of tenancy could 
be limited to 10 years. Tenants of I 
either urban or rural land wishing to ■ 
Improve their lund holdings by erecting j 
buildings, draining, etc.. will be re- 
quired to apply to a Commonwealth 
department of land improvement, who 
If they approve of the plans, will in- I 
stall the Improvements desired, ano j 
will add an amount agreed upon to the | 
rental of the laud Improved. 

LEASING UY PUBLIC ACCTION 

LenRlng will be by public auction ai 
stated limes, anil land will go to the 
highest bidder, except that a holding 
tenant, at the expirai of his first lease, 
shall not he refused a second leas,- 
if he. consents to Increase his rental 
10 per cent., even though he Is outbid 
to any extent by others desiring the 
land he occupies. 

It may be objected that leasing out 
of agricultural land for limited periods 
will lead to lund-mlning and undesir- 
able methods of cultivation. Hut con- 
ditions In the lease can easily bo de- 
vised to regulate the ni?rhod and man- 
ner of cultivât ion, which will not only 
prevent land-milling, but will provide 
an easy and systematic method of en- 
forcing effective and scientific agri- 
culture. 

It must also be remembered that the 
perfect commonwealth will never ex- 
ist, that even If any Improvement, no 
matter how slight, Is brought about 
by change, change is desirable. Land- 
mining Is not unknown to-day, even 
where the farmers are themselves tho 
landlords. 

The ligures given by the recent Can- 
adian Census show that In the Prairie 
Provinces ,10 cents wurth of labour la 
put in per acre to get u product of over 
$10 per acre per year. 

Capital, If Inheritance and sifts are 
not considered, is the saving from 
wages, and Is really the unconsumed 
product of labor. Since the return to 
capital In the shape of interest Is a ne 
ccssury Incentive to saving, and since 
ihe Interests of the entire Common 
wealth demand the steady accumulation 
of capital, Interest will not he Interfer- 
ed with, and within certain clearly-do- 
nned limits permitted and even en- 
forced.

Under the modern system the total 
product of Industry is divided Into 
three great shares, namely, what goes 
to the capital Instruments of produc- 
tion as interest, what goes to the land- 
lord as rent, and what goes to the 
worker as wages. It will be from 
the standard of social utility that these 
shares in distribution will he Judged. 

The Socialist claims that labour is 
Ihe source of all wilur, ami with a 
very few exceptions too unimportant 
lo break the rule, lie in undoubtedly 
right. When the Socialist goes fur- 
ther and states that labour is the 
measure of value, he falls Into one m 
those fallacies which so delight tile 
heart of Prof, skelton when made by 
Socialists, and so completely escape his 
notice when made by his own beloved 
orthodox economists or even by him- 
self. Labour Is by no means the 
measure of value, for the value of la- 
bour Itself is determined by the same 
factors which détermine the value oi 
Its products, viz.: demand and sup- 
ply. 

What is of real Importance, however, 
la that of ihe three factors in produc- 
tion, land, labour, and capital, labour 
alone is a human one. The share

In order to prevent as far as pos- 
sible the periodic recurrence of Indus- 
trial and financial crises, the Common- 
wealth industries and public works, 
and the loans of the Commonwealth 
Bank will be so directed as to have 
their greatest activity when private In- 
dustry' W'as backward, and to be con- 
servative when private industry was 
undergoing great expansion. 
V WAGES WOULD IUSE IN DI3- 
\ AGREEABLE OCCUPATIONS, • 
By the spread of education among all 
classes there would be a great reduc- 
tion in the number of men willing to 
engage in the disagreeable or dangerous 
occupations, which in turn would cause 
wages to rise in the more disagreeable 
occupa Hons, and to become generally 
a better and truer measure of sacrifice. 
That a Commonwealth on the broad 
lines sketched above will come, and 
actually Is coming, Is the belief and tly; 
hope of the writer. Whether It will 
comeuftera social catastrophe brought 
about by the ever- widening gulf be- 
tween labour and capital, rich and 
poor, or whether tin gradual spread 
of knowledge and education amongst 
the working classes will had to the 
firm but peaceful anil gradual exile of 
the capitalist and the non-worker from 
the direction of government and in- 
dustry, the history of this twentieth 
century will surely tell. But this Is cer- 
tain, that when the ideal common- 
wealth does arrive, and when through 
accomplishment the Ideal bicornes fact, 
new Ideals will spring up to take its 
place, and new prophets and dream- 
ers will arise to upbraid the present 
for Its sins, and to sin« the praise* 
of the ideal Commonwealth of the To-

are differences of opinion as to whe- 
ther or not they have the grasp of 
other problems, but there Is hardly any 
question as to sports. 

"For two or three years after tho 
American occupation." said Mr. Crone, 
"It was practically Impossible to get 
the natives Interested In any kinds of 
sports. They figured much the same 
as do the Chinese on 'letting tho other 
man do It.' They called the Americans 
who played baseball, tennis or golf 
crazy. They could not see the use of 
anybody running around in the hot sun. 
Last Sunday the Chief of Police in 
Manila counted inn baseball games In 
Manila alone, and probably niiicty- 
five per cent, of these were played by 
natives. 

"Sport among the natives naturally 
had Its beginning in Manila and It's 
environs. The American soldier 
brought It to the provinces. Baseball, 
of course, held lirst place for a long 
time, and It is this sport which has 
spread like ilre over Die possessions. 
In its wake followed basketball, ten- 
nis, and now volley ball has a tremen- 
dous; vogue everywhere. 

"Our teachers lirst started the games 
In the school yards. The younger chil- 
dren were pitted against each other In 
ordinary school games. This was grad- 
ually extended to regular meets. Then 
the tcum of one town was pitted 
against the cither, and spurts in tho 
Philippines was under way. 

"At tlrst ft was nard to get the old- 
er people Interested in the sport, even 
as spectators. Cock lighting was the 
thing. Then with the beginning of 
inter-oily or Inter- provincial baseball 
games It rolled on like an avalanche. 
No Inter-conimunal head hunting In 
the past has excited the villages as 
much as did the ball games. Every 
chief became a partisan of the most 
violent kind. l''or n village or town to 
have Its team defeated was a disgrace 
of the' lirst magnitude. It had to bo 
wiped out, not In blood, but by the 
baseball bat or by Ihc ilcetneus or 
strength or its athletes. Where tltero 
had only been passive Interest in the 
work In the schoolroom a keenness to 
study became evident, as rewards for 
pond marks at Ihc desk often came in 
the form of medals on the athletlo 
field. Thus .wo have to-day eighty per 
cent, of the children enrolled In our 
schools engaged In athletics.
